Any later biblio- 
graphy must be based on Henriques’ excellent work. It is a definite improvement 
over Vasconcellos’ bibliography, though it is clear that without the latter’s spade 
work, Henriques could not have succeeded as well as he did. 

3. Another useful bibliography was compiled by Antdnio Alvaro Doria : “Damiao 
de Gois,” see below number 76.

4. Aliquot Opuscula (Louvain 1544). Arranged by Gois himself. Quoted in the text 
as Collected Works. 

5. Opuscula (Coimbra 1791). This is based on number nine. If not otherwise indicat- 
ed, quotations will be from this edition of which the author owns a copy. Devi- 
ations from other editions and inaccuracies will be noted. Quoted in the text as 
Works. 

6. Opjisculos Histdricos. This is a translation of the Latin text of 1 791 into Portuguese 
by Dias de Carvalho with a preface by Camara Reys in Biblioteca Histdrica de 
Portugal e Brasil (Porto 1945). 

7 . Boemus, Joannes, Mores , leges et ritus omnium gentium (Leyden 1561. Engl. ed. 1 6 1 1 ) . 

8. Petri Martyris ab Angheria Mediolanensis, De Rebus Oceanicis et Novo Orbe Decades 
Tres. (Cologne 1574)

C. GOIs’s LATIN WRITINGS 

Most first editions of Gois’s writings are rare. In some instances they contain inter- 
esting information which was later omitted ; if such is the case the omission will be 
quoted or shortly described. 

Numbers at the end refer to Collections under B indicating that the writing was re- 
printed there. 

1 1 . Legatio Magni Indorum Imperatoris Presbyteri Joannis ad Emanuelem Lusitaniae Regem 
in 1513. (Antwerp 1532) Quoted in text as: Legation. Rare. Content: Epistola 
Magni Indorum Imperatoris Joannis ad potentissimum Lusitanorum Regem Emanuelem ; 
Confessio illorum Fidei deque ceremoniarum et religionis ritu; De eorum Patriarcha 
Eiusque officio; De eorum et ordine Curia. The dedicatory letter addressed to 
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John Magnus contains the only reference to a position in Flanders which had 
already been promised to Gois by King Manuel. However, due to the king’s 
death Gois departed only later. See above chapter i, note 31. Prognosticon 
Antonii Torquati de Eversione Europae et alia quaedam quorum cathalogum sequens 
docebit pagina , number 4 (Antwerp 1544). It was translated into English by 
John More, Thomas More’s son. (London 1533) For exact title see ch. 2, note 
23. A German ed. appeared in 1533 and a Dutch ed. in Dordrecht 1616. 

12. Deploratio Lappianae Gentis. It was appended to the 1532 edition of the Legation 
under the original title De Pilapiis which was later changed. Quoted in text as : 
Admonition. 4, 5, 6, 7, 9, 10. In the first edition the Admonition was followed by Cor. 
Graphei , Sen. Antwerpien. a Secretis Carmina aliquot in Damianum Goem Lusitanum 
(it was also published separately) and Pictura IUustris Damiani de Goes Equitis 
Lusitani per Cornelium Scrib. Grapheum. The latter was written in the form of a 
dialogue between Spectator and Hospes, but in later editions the dialogue was 
omitted 4. See below no. 1 7. 

1 3 . Commentarii Rerum Gestarum in India 1538ri.tr a Gangem (Louvain 1539). Later editions 
appear under the title: Diensis Nobillissimae Carmaniae seu Cambaiae Oppugnatio. 
Dedication to Bembo. Then follows Petri Nannii Alcmariani Elegiacum in Damiani a 
Goes equitis Lusitani viri non minus humanitate quam Uteris exculti commentarios . . . Nan- 
nius, praising Bembo as a second Cicero, mentions Gois as his source of information . 
Quoted in text as: Siege of Diu. 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 10. In some editions Nannius’ poem 
is missing. Gois made certain stylistic changes in the later edition without altering 
the meaning. One example may suffice. In 1539 Gois started the essay (not the 
dedication) “Agens Patavii (ubi tua humanitate nulla causa, nulloque merito 
interveniente, me totum tibi devinxisti) inter caetera ...” In 1 544 he said “Dum 
agerem Patavii, ubi me tua humanitate mire me totum devinxisti, inter caetera. . 
For the stylistic variations see also Guilherme Henriques, Documents (see below 
number 38) pp. XXI-XXII. It was translated into Italian by Giovanni Palus, 
Avisi de le cose fatte da Portuguesi neV India di qua del Gauge nel 1538, scritti in lingua 
latina dal Signor Damiano da Goes (Venice 1539) and it was translated into German 
by O. Ulhart, Glaubhafftige ^eytung und bericht des Kriegs So zwischen dem KiXnig auss 
Portugall und dem Turckischen Kaiser in India her disshalb des fuss Ganges Kurtz ver- 
ruckter zeyt verlauffen. Beschriben in Latein von dem Edlen Gestrengen Herren Damiano 
von Goes Ritter Portugalesern An den Hochwirdigsten Cardinal Bembo und auss demselben 
in Teutsch transferiert . . .” (Augsburg 1540). 

14. De Rebus et Imperio Lusitanorum ad Paulum Jovium Disceptatiuncula. Quoted in text 
as On Portuguese Matters. Dedicated to Bembo. The final words of the pamphlet 
make it clear that Gois appended it to the Siege of Diu. He said : “Haec ad Diensem 
oppugnationem de nostrorum Lusitanorum gestis et obiter adieci, uti per te 
(cuius amplitudo summa est) gratiam aliquam, et commendationem huic 
disceptatiunculae nostrae conciliarem, quo ilia ex tua authoritate maiorem 
ubique fidem mereretur.” 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 10. 

15. Hispania or Hispaniae Urbis Ubertia et Potentia (Louvain 1541 and 1542). In the 
1 544 edition an inserted essay was set apart from the rest by the title “Pro His- 
pania adversus Munsterum defensio.” Quoted in the text as Spain. 4, 5, 6, 9, 10. 
Published in addition in Robertus Belus, Rerum Hispanicarum , 2 vols. (Frankfurt 

1579) pp- 1235-1258. 

1 6. Fides, Religio, Moresque Aethiopum sub Imperio Prectosijoannis de gentium Damiano a Goes 
ac Paulo Jovio interpretibus (Louvain 1540 and Paris 1541). Appended to it was the 
Admonition (See number 1 2) and for the first time the Description (See number 1 7) . 
The whole was dedicated to Pope Paul III. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10. Quoted in text as 
Faith of the Ethiopians. Part of Gois’s Admonition ed. 1 540 and the preface addressed 
to Paul III were printed by Richard Eden, The Decades of the New World and West 
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India (London 1555) Eden took this from Peter Martyr (see above number 
8). Part of the Faith of the Ethiopians was published by the Italian S. Giacomo 
Baratti and transl. into English by G.D. under the title: The late Travels of S.G.B. 
into the remote Countries of the Abissins , or of Ethiopia Interior . . . Together with a 
Confirmation of this Relation drawn from the Writings of Damianus de Goes, and Jo. 
Scaliger, who agree with the author in many particulars . (London 1670) pp. 175-176: 
“This Relation is agreeable to the account that we have formerly received of the 
Abyssins written by Damianus de Goes, a Portuguese, and received from Zaga 
Zabo, the Abyssin Ambassadour sent from the Neguz into Portugal to King 
John about the year 1526. Damianus de Goes contracted a Friendship with the 
Embassadour (sic) , and obliged him to discover unto him the customs and Religion 
of the Christians in Abassia, both Relation do agree in many things. I conceive 
that de Goes doth favour the interest of the Roman Religion in many particulars, 
but in others he declares how the Abyssins are different from the Papists ; the 
reader may consult the Author, a piece of it is here translated for publick satis- 
faction.” (not in 2) For a German edition see “Reis-Beschreibung G. Ba- 
ratti ... in die entlegenen Lander der Abyssinier . . . Hierbei ist angefiihrt was 
Damian de Goes. . . von diesen Landern geschrieben” in Asiatische und Afri- 
kanische Denkwurdigkeiten . . . (1676) 

The letters translated by Paolo Giovio which Gois printed in the beginning of his 
Faith of the Ethiopians were previously published in the Legatio David Aethiopiae Regis 
ad Sanctissimum D. N. Clementem Papam VII una cum Obedientia Eidem Sanctiss. D.N. 
Praestita (Bologna 1533). For further details see Francis M. Rogers, The Quest for 
Eastern Christians (University of Minnesota Press, 1962) ch. VII. Through his prolonged 
research Prof. Rogers discovered that Schottus’ reprint of Gois’s Faith of the Ethiopians 
contained some textual error. This does not refer to Zagazabo’s treatise dealing 
with the religion of the Ethiopians, but to additions independent of his text. See the 
discussion of this problem by Francis M. Rogers in his review of F. Beckingham and 
G. W. B. Huntingford, “The Prester John of the Indies,” Renaissance News (Autumn 
1962) vol. XV, number 3, pp. 230-23 1 and note 7. 

17. Lappiae Descriptio (1542) Quoted in text as Description 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9. This title 
occurs for the first time in 1542. In 1540 Gois introduced this addition to his 
Admonition with a short sentence, later omitted. In 1541 the title read: De Lappiae 
Situ et eius Regionis Incolis. The text is identical except that in 1542 Gois refers to 
Saxo Grammaticus at the end. 

18. “ Oratio Postliminio ad Universitatem ” (Louvain 1543) in Vocht, Henry de, Monu- 
menta Humanistica Lovaniensia . . . see below no. 98. Quoted in the text as 
Oration. 

19. Damiani Goes equitis Lusitani Urbis Lovaniensis Obsidio (Lisbon 1546). This is a 
narration of events during the siege of Louvain inclusive of Gois’s captivity and 
return from prison. It was addressed to Charles V. The essay was reprinted in 
Schardius Redivivus sive Rerum Germanicarum Scriptores Varii (Giessen 1673) (first ed. 
1574) V °L L PP* 620-631 under the title “Damiani Gois Equitis Lusitani De 
Captivitate sua et de Iis quae ad Lovanium a Longovallio Gallorum Duce acta 
sunt ad Carolum V Augustum, vera Narratio”. It was translated into German 
in 1574 and into Flemish in Louvain 1760. Quoted in the text as Narration. 

20. De Bello Cambaico Ultimo Commentarii tres (Louvain 1549). Dedicated to prince 
Luis. Quoted in the text as Second Siege of Diu. 5, 6, 8, 9, 10. It was used by 
Goulart, Simon, Histoire de Portugal (Paris 1587). 

2 1 . Urbis Olisiponis Descriptio (Evora 1 554) . Dedicated to Cardinal Henrique. Quoted 
in the text as Description of Lisbon. 5, 9, 10. A modern ed. with a Port, transl. 
was published by Raul Machado (Lisbon 1937).

30. Nobiliario de Portugal. The original is lost; copies are in the National Libraries in 
Lisbon and Madrid; it was only in parts written by Gois. 

D. gois’s PORTUGUESE WRITINGS 

31. Livro de Marco Tullio Ciceram, chamado Catam maior (Venice 1538). A new edition 
was published in 1845. Dedicated to the count of Vimioso. 

32. Chronica do Felicissimo Rei Dom Emanuel, 4 pts. (Lisbon 1566-1567). Dedicated to 
Cardinal Henrique. Quoted in the text as Chronicle M. This writer used the 
Coimbra edition in 4 vis. (1943-1955). The editors have reprinted David Lopes’ 
excellent introduction to the 1926 edition of the Chronicle. Its specific value 
consists in the fact that Lopes furnished detailed information as to the contempo- 
rary criticisms of Gois’s Chronicle which forced the author to make considerable 
changes and to publish a revised version. For excerpts see Robert Ricard, 
Damido de Gois, Les Portugais au Maroc de 1495 a 1521.

1937 ); 

33. Chronica do Principe Dom Joam (Lisbon 1567). Quoted in the text as Chronicle J. 
Modern edition by Gongalvez Guimarais (Coimbra 1905). Havard University 
(Houghton Library) owns a copy of the Chronicle which belonged to Gois and has 
his name inscribed on the title page. 

34. Portuguese correspondence. Vasconcellos, Joaquim de, Henriques, Guilherme, and 
Viterbo, Sousa (see below nos. 38-46) have published some of Gois’s Portuguese 
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letters. See also Arquivo Histdrico Portuguis vol. VIII and Antdnio Baiao, Episddios 
Dramaticos (below no. 65) . Most recently Antonio Alvaro D6ria, Urn Humanista 
Portuguis (below no. 76) appended to his translation of Bell’s study of Damiao 
de Gois a good selection of Gois’s Portuguese letters : “As Cartas Portuguesas 
de Damiao de Gois e Memoriais Escritos na Prisao.” pp. 39-103. 


e. gois’s musical compositions 

Most of Gois’s musical output has not come down to us. Only three compositions are 

extant. See the intricate study by Mario de Sampayo Ribeiro, Damiao de Goes na 

Livraria Real da Musica for further references, (below no. 94) 

35. A motet for three voices “Nec laeteris inimica mea. . .” was published by Glarea- 
nus, Henricus, Dodecachordon (Basel 1547). The Dodecachordon appeared in a Ger- 
man edition by Peter Bohn (Leipzig 1888). Gois’s motet can also be found in 
Carl Dreher, Cantiones saerae 1520-1590 (Karlsruhe 1872). 

36. A madrigal for 5 voices “Surge, propera arnica mea.” This like the previously 
mentioned composition had formed part of the musical library of King John IV. 
It was published by Sigismund Salminger, Cantiones septem, sex et quinque vocum. 
Lange gravissimae , iuxta ac amoenissimae , in Germania maxime hactenus Typis non 
excusae (Augsburg 1545). 

37. Amotetfor three voices “In Die Tribulationis.” Gois’s authorship of this compo- 
sition is disputed. See Sampayo Ribeiro (below no. 87) and Albin E. Beau 
(below no. 63) pp. 127-128 and p. 128 note 1. It was published for the first time 
in Libro secondo de li motetti a tre voce, da diversi eccellentissimi musici com- 
posti, e non piu stampati : novamente missi in luce e con somma diligentia cor- 
retti (Venice 1549). A manuscript copy is in the British Museum. 


F. SECONDARY SOURCES 

Only books or articles dealing with Damiao de Gois are listed. For additional refer- 
ences see notes to individual chapters. 

It is a strange fact that Portuguese students have shown little interest in the country’s 
foremost humanist until the late 19th century. It was only then that several scholars 
dedicated to the study of Portugal’s great age, started to search the archives for 
important documents related to Gois’s biography. The same scholars after having 
unearthed a wealth of information, tried to piece together the warp and web of his 
varied activities. Although it was impossible to gather all the pertinent facts in one 
great sweep of investigation and to arrive at a full picture of Damiao de Gois, the 
group of scholars have laid the solid foundation on which any further research must 
rest. It is with a sincere feeling of gratitude for their excellent work that the names of 
these scholars will be put at the head of the references.
